Cowbell Enduro

UPPER LAKE, Cal., Nov. 10— Yes, 1148 
is a lot of motorcycles. But that’s how 
many showed up for the 22nd Cowbell 
Enduro, They started them off at six 
a minute.

RIVERSIDE, Cal,, Dec, 15 — The weather 
in December this year has been most 
unpredictable, The American Cycle As- 
socíation has been running at Riverside 
now for some five years and has never 
had a rain-out, but this December it al- 
most occurred. Most of the Southern 
California area had some rain, but luck- 
ily Riverside received very little, 

It was a toss-up until about 8:30 a.m, 
when word came from March AFB wea- 
ther tower that the rains would be light 
and intermittent during the early morn- 
ing and would completely blow away by 
1:00 p.m. Believe it or not, this time the 
weatherman was correct. 

Until the first event, except for early 
in the morning, there was no rain on the 
course, Practice sessions for the 169 
entrants went off smoothly. But, sure 
enough, when the 50cc and 100cc grand 
prix bikes came on the course for the 
first event, a slow drizzle started.

When the fourth event went to the line 
— heavyweight production — again with the 
LeMans start, sitting back about half-way 
was one of those new three-cylinder aqua 
Triumphs. The rider was Butch Lang- 
duth, a man who hasn't been seen around 
here for almost two years. This was 


probably only the third or fourth road 
race he has ever competed in. 

Langduth had ridden well in the prac- 
tice session, He said the Triumph seemed 
to have everything needed to.win on a 
course such as Riverside. 

However, with the strong entries for 
this class, no matter how fast the ma- 
chine was, it would have to go some to 
win, 

Flat out from the start shot Dave Dam- 
ron on his little 250cc Suzuki, This was 
Short lived, as James Chen on his 350cc 
Honda took over the lead on lap two. 
Chen was able to hold the lead for just 
two laps as, lo and behold, there came 
Langduth on the three-cylinder Triumph.

It's been just about a year now since 
Norton- Villiers announced the new 750 
Commando, but this is the first 
Christmas you can actually buy one over 
here at your friendly American Norton 
dealer, 

After the company showed its proto- 
type at the big Earle Court motorcycle 
show in London last year there was a 
long period of silence, and it has been 
only recently that Commandos have ar- 
rived in the U.S, in any great numbers. 

One of the first Commandos in the 
Eastbay had just 38 miles on its odo- 
‘meter last month when I picked it up at 
Schleicher motos in East Oakland. More 
than 300 miles later I brought it back 
very impressed with its acceleration 
and speed, charmed by its styling, and 
saddened that I had to part with it. It had 
been so nice to have a Commando 
around the house. 

‘The new Norton is powered by the 
750cc overhead valve engine that powers 
the familiar Norton Atlas, Norton has 
breathed on the engine a little, I suspect, 
because the Commando’s performance 
is even more fearsome than the Atlas’ 
hairy chestedness. 

I picked up the Commando early on a 
Saturday morning, and puttered across 
the Bay Bridge, through San Francisco 
and to Marin County. The word ‘‘put- 
tered”? may be misleading; at a humble 
4,000 r.p.m., the Commando putters at 
about 70 m.p.h. 

The first thing you notice about the 
machine is that it’s smooth. Norton- 
Villiers engineers designed a complete- 
ly new frame for the Commando, 

The engine, transmission and rear 
swinging arm are locked together in a 
set of massive engine plates, which are 
in turn rubber mounted to the main 
frame, At idle, the machine vibrates like 
any other parallel twin, but as you get 
under way the vibration disappears (right 
at 3,000 r.p.m. on the model I rode) until 
you could be riding an electric motor- 
cycle for all the vibration you feel. 


Chuck Center Stand 
In Marin, I turned out the Coast High- 
way, where defects in handling and brak- 
ing show up quite rapidly. The Comman- 
do has a new twin-leading shoe front 
brake that appears to mean business, and

Norton-Villiers has anticipated this and 
installed a large air scoop for the brake, 
which is covered by a sheet metal plate. 
In hot weather, or when you've going to 
be riding hard, you can easily remove 
the plate and get a nice flow of air 
through the unit, which should drastical- 
ly reduce the tendency to fade. 

Back home that afternoon I discovered 
one familiar Norton characteristic which 





Sports excellent tires, a ribbed Avon 
Speedmaster Mk II on the front and a 
racing pattern Avon Grand Prix at the 
rear. 

Alas, the Commando also had a very 
sturdy and low-hanging center stand, 
and the first time I peeled off intoa bend 
in my best Cal Rayborn style, a loud 
graunch from the stand echoed across 
the valley. 

I found the stand grounded on both left 
and right hand bends, although by hang- 
ing off the inboard side on turns you can 
still get the Commando through a curvy 
section with quite respectable speed. The 
bike also has a nice side stand, and if I 
owned a Commando, I would forthwith 
pull the center stand off and chuckitinto 
the darkest corner of my basement, 

The twin-leading shoe brake is easy to 
operate and progressive, although I was 
able to induce brake fade by pushing the 
bike on a curvy downhill stretch. But

has not changed on the Commando; the 
left muffler was spotted with burnt oil, 
which dribbles out of the engine’s in- 
nards then burns to a golden brown on 
the muffler. 

I had the cycle the weekend of the 
International Moto-Cross at Santa Cruz, 
and I had enticed my friend Dale ‘Dirt- 
rider’ Sanders away from his entomo- 
logy lab to ride to the races onhis TR-6, 

The Norton was still quite tight and a 
bear to start when cold, but we made it 
onto the Nimitz Freeway without incident

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and cruised at 70, with the Norton seem- 
ingly just idling. San Jose came and 
went, and soon we were in the soaring 
curves of the Santa Cruz mountains, 
swooping through the icy winter air, 
smelling the good smells of rain-damp- 
ened pavement and pine trees and watch- 
ing for the occasional wet spots in 
the road, 

The Commando is a marvelously com- 
fortable cruising machine. The handle- 
bars are high for my taste, but that is 
easily changed, The seat is wide and soft, 
although just a mite short for maximum 
two-up comfort. 

Inside the flaring fiberglass seat shell 
is a large tool compartment, 

After the moto-cross we split for 
home. Darkness fell, and the Norton’s 
headlights proved to be superb. It isa 
12-volt unit and throws a Cadillac- 
sized beam down the road. A neat touch 
is a little green button on the handlebar 
which actuates. the high beam when de- 
pressed. This works whether or not the 
lights is on at the time and is an excel- 
lent way to say **hey buddy, move over" 
when you are overtaking someone at 
night, 

By San Jose, Dale and I were both 
getting chilled, so we stopped off fora 
delicious dinner ata little steak house 
near San Jose State College, then hit the 
freeway fortified with several cups of 
coffee. 

By then the Norton had 300 miles on 
it, so I twisted the wick alittle and found 
myself at 90 and gaining. 

The tach was only at about 6,000 at 
that point (there is no red line, but the 
Commando engine should not be revved 
over 7,000 except for very brief periods) 
so 100 and probably 105 or so is easily 
within reach. 

I sure would like to cross the San 
Rafael Bridge four dead-straight miles 
over San Francisco Bay on that thing, 
wide open, sometime. Say Mr. Schlei- 
cher, can I borrow your motorcycle 
again?

At the frayed end of a long afternoon, 
a weary California Assembly Committee

Members of the committee who had not 
previously met him snickered and thumb- 
ed their lapels like schoolboys as he and

Calm, Factual, Electrifying 


In his deep, quiet voice which seems to 
weigh each work a moment before speak- 
ing it, he introduced himself, ‘I’m 
Ralph Barger and I’m a professional 
street rider’, and then presented the 
case for the freedom to choose riding 
apparel, The effect was electrifying. 
Throughout his testimony, which was 
calm, factual and authentic with experi- 
ence and during the session of questions 
from the committee which he answered 
with the same directness, the crowded 
room was unmoving, unwhispering,. The 
absolute quiet was so rare at a hearing 
as to be noticeable, 

When he finished legislators and press 
crowded around him, Even those who 
knew him well were impressed with the 
incisive, not-a-word-wasted quality of

Angels Paul (*Animal") Hibbits left, and 
Ralph Sonny Barger as they appeared at hel- 
met law hearings in Sacramento, 


his testimony, A prominent San Francis- 
co legislator told us later, ** Your Sonny 
Barger got you your bill,' And in that 
moment he was indeed ‘‘our Sonny Bar- 
ger", This Hell's Angel President was 
speaking for the right of every motor- 
cycle rider in California to do his own 
thing, That this should be so is not sur- 
prising when Sonny speaks of motorcy- 
cles, “I love motorcycles,” he explains, 
«Му life revolves around the motor- 
cycle. Everything wedoconcerns motor- 
cycles,” 

The first time they went to the legis- 
lature (1967, the first battle of the hel- 
met law) they went on their motorcycles, 
That was the time they were the first 
ones there and managed to get the þill 
postponed until the rest of us could catch 
up, After the capitol recovered from the 
shock of seeing some forty color-flying 
Hell's Angels ride into the sedate seatof 
government, and after it became appar- 
ent that these Hell's Angels were groov- 
ing with the power of words, the incident

became the high-point of the legislative 
session and the Hell's Angels were the 
most popular visitors to reach the capi- 
tol in a long time, 

For the remainder of the year the cor- 
ridors were alive with the question, 
hopefully asked, **Will the Hell's Angels 
be back?" Wherever we went in the long 
hours of finishing off the helmet bill, we 
were told that Sonny Barger was the best 
witness ever to appear before the com- 
míttee, When told about this Sonny re- 
plied, “I just told them they didn’t know 
what they were talking about; If I’m the 
best, they must have some pretty stupid 
people appear before those committees!”’ 


The Legend of Sonny Barger 

Of course the people who appear before 
those committees are far from stupid, 
often highly respected experts in their 
fields, But I must say from experience 
that I never heard a witness tellitlike it 
is quite as simply and forcefully as Son- 
ny Barger did, The legislators who are 
themselves lawyers, businessmen, edu- 
cators and professional people, college 
educated and degreed, recall him with 
wistful awe, Yet Sonny will tell you read- 
ily, “I never got past the ninth grade," 
And you want to check the records be- 
cause his natural ability makes it in- 
credible, 

Such is the legend of Ralph Barger, 
Jr., President of the Hell's Angels, Oak- 
land Chapter and in the words of Hunter 
Thompson and Tom Wolfe, «Maximum 
Leader of all the Angels,”’ Heísa former 
warehouseman who's been an Angel since 
he's been old enough to be anything and 
who's been president for better than ten 
years, He’s an Angel who rides a stock 
Harley-Davidson Sportster XLCH in- 
stead of a chopper because ‘‘It doesn’t 
need chopping, it's fine the way it it,” 
and is copied by hundreds of riders, He 
drives a frequent new car (the current 
favorite is a Corvette) and lives quietly 
in the most pleasing house on earth, 

His home, uncluttered rustic with brick 
and ivy-covered entrance is filled with 
Barger's personality, Books and memen- 
tos (he is constantly being given memen- 
tos) flank the brick fireplace beneath an 
open beam ceiling. Many trophies from 
the drags and roadster shows are on 
display.

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Drag Rule Changes 


I have been looking over the 1969 
AHRA Rule Book and noted quite a few 
changes. I decided it would be better to 
re-print the whole motorcycle division 
out of the book than to try to explain, 


Stock Street 


Each machine mustbe exactly in show- 
room condition as received from the 
manufacturer when new, with only the 
following exceptions; 

Gearing and carburetor jetting may be 
changed and air filter's removed, 

Handle bars are optional but ‘‘clip- 
ons’? will not be permitted. 

A custom gas tank may be used but it 
must be of at least two gallons capacity. 

Seat, headlight and tail light may be 
customized but of a manufacturers label 
that has sold a minimum of 100 copies, 

Custom megaphones may be used but 
baffles must be in place. 

Front fender may be ‘‘bobbed’’ or cut, 
but no further back than one inch infront 
of forks. 

The engine may not be altered in any 
way and overbore is limited to .045. 
Modified 

Machines in this division are street 
machines that have been modified for 
high performance, 

Frames may be modified only in the 
degree of front end *'rake'' and a rea- 
sonable amount of lightening will be 
permitted. 

Handle bar type is optional and ‘‘clip- 
ons” are allowed. 

Forks are optional but they may notbe 
chopped in overall length or altered in 
travel. Rear shocks may be replaced by 
solid stiffeners of sufficient gauge and 
strength for safety. 

Front fender and wheel brake are op- 
tional but the machine musthave a work- 
ing rear brake and a full rear fender, 
The rear fender is optional if a road 
race seat is used, 

Frame swaps such as Van Tech or 
Yetman will be permitted but the units 
must be designed specifically for the 
displacement engine used, Custom 
frames must be produced by a licensed 
manufacturer and in a quantity of 100 
or more, 

Gas tank must be of a one gallon mini- 
mum capacity and tube tanks are not 
required, 

All bikes must be equipped with a 


- working headlight and taillight, genera- 


ting system is optional but a total loss 
ignition will not be permitted, 

Engine modifications are unlimited 
except for a total displacement increase 
of .045 over the production displacement, 

Alloy wheels may be used on both front 
and rear, No drag slick is permitted but 








rear tire may be of ‘‘cheater’’variety 
with a single tread groove at least 1/16 
inch deep on circumference of a pro- 
duction street tire. The rear wheel must 
be of a standard diameter. 

Open exhaust or megaphones will be 
permitted for four strokes and expansion 
chambers for two strokes, 

Seat must be a firmly attached unit 
with one inch of padding and at least 12 
inches in length. It must be a separate 
removeable unit, Padding of the frame 
will not suffice, 


Gas and Fuel Division 

Any motorcycle engine or engines may 
be used with any modification permitted. 
Regardless of total displacement, any 
twin engine or blown machine will be 
advanced to the open class, 

Frame, forks, suspension and wheel- 
base may be altered with only the follow- 
ing exceptions; Rigid forks and bicycle 
wheels are not permitted, 

Any machine clocked at better than 140 
miles per hour must have both front and 
rear operating brakes. Я 

Type of tires are optional but the front 
wheel must have a minimum of 2 inches 
cross section. 

Adequate seating is required to pro- 
tect rider from rear wheel. 


General Bike Regulations 

All bikes must have chains covered on 
the top run, both primary and drive 
section, 

Steering dampeners are required on 
all bikes with only this exception; ma- 
chines in the stock division not so 
equipped by the manufacturer will be 
considered legal, 

All riders of machines that exceed 100 
miles per hour must have full leather 
coverage (i.e.) pants, jacket and gloves, 
All other riders may ride with only 
leather jacket and gloves. 

All riders must have a certified hel- 
met and unbreakable goggles or face 
shield. Lace type shoes or boots, or 
zippered boots are required. 

Machines in all divisions with excep- 
tion of fuel, must use pump gasoline, 
All fuel/gas lines must be securely 
wired or clamped at terminals, 

Gas and Fuel division bikes musthave 
a rear axel nut (’s) safety wired or 
secured with a cotter key. T 

All machines must have a self closing 
throttle and kill button or ignition switch. 
Fuel shutoffs must be mounted at the 
tank outlet (^s). 

Any unnecessary equipment such as 
rear view mirrors, windshields or saddle 
bags must be removed for competition. 

Fairings may be used in all divisions, 
They must be securely mounted. Street

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United Motorcycle Enthusiasts Report

Another year is swirling down the drain 
and it has been a pretty significant year 
motorcycle- wise. In legislation alone the 
motorcycle has taken an unusual and dis- 
proportionate share of the spotlight, Al- 
most every state has passed some sort 
of motorcycle legislation in the last two 
years, (Most state legislatures meet 
only once every two years.) California 
alone, among the major states, refused 
to pass mandatory helmet requirements, 


Safety and The Law 


The UME was on the scene throughout 
the session as it intends to be throughout 
the sessions to come, to work with the 
legislature and inform them of our needs 
and the good reasons supporting our 
needs, This year we helped them see that 
helmets and eye cover were an individual 
choice, Next year we plan to work for 
legislation to protect the cyclist from 
the rest of the world, as in the case of 
the unmarked neckbreakers which have 
already taken too many lives. 

The UME has also actively partici- 
pated with other groups in the encour- 
agement of rider training classes and the 
inclusion of motorcycle awareness in 
automobile driver training programs. 
We, too, believe that the best ways to 
increase motorcycle safety and reduce 
restrictive legislation are better-trained 
riders, cycle conscious auto drivers and 
increased safety consciousness among 
all road users. 


Public Land For Us 

Another crucial issue which is in the 
offing is the assignment of rights to pub- 
lic land, National Forests, National and 
State Parks, Local Parks and Undesig- 
nated Public Land are having increased 
demands placed upon them by various 
segments of the population, Motorcy- 
clits want only our fair share but it is 
going to require a great deal of work if 
we are to obtain it, 

There will be in addition, the usual 
watchdogging of proposed legislation to 
see what they have in mind to do to us, 
There may still be more helmet bills 
proposed, You never have a bill counted 
out until the session is over and each 
new session brings the whole battle to 
life again, With yearly sessions we 
have approximately six months a year to 
take care of one set of problems and six 
months to prepare for the next. 


Unity and Cooperation 

But the most important accomplish- 
ment of the last two years was the co- 
operation between groups that produced 
the victory. Motorcycling has learned the 
important lesson that we make it better 
together than apart. We have gone the 
hardest mile toward achievement, The 
helmet battle found the manufacturers 
and dealers, represented by the Califor- 
nia Motorcycle Safety Council, the out- 
laws, represented by the Hell's Angels, 
and the rest of us represented by the 
UME actively working together to save 
us all, It was this unanimity as much as 
our evidence which convinced the Legis- 
lature that we knew what was right for 
us, Even individual riders took the time 
and effort to come to Sacramento and 
reinforce our case before the Committee. 

This was democracy in action in its 
finest sense, And they heard us. Youcan 
believe they heard us. They know weare 
here and they know we are a cohesive 
group that gets together for mutual bene- 
fit, And they will know that whatever they 
try to do in the future we are going to 
be there to tell it like it is. 

Competition is a fine thing. It is ex-

Editorial

motorcycle fans, and so with this we 
say "heigh ho!" for two weeks. We 
hope that this record 48-page holiday 
issue tides you over until January 
18, 1969 when your next scheduled 
edition of Cycle News arrives, And 
now, it’s time to look over what was, 


is, and perhaps will be. 

You may note some interesting trends 
that are highlighted by the contents of 
this issue. Already it looks like 1969 is 
destined to be a year of great progress 
and growth for the motorcycle movement. 
For example, the minibike has arrived in 


the nick of time to save the lightweight 
market from oblivion. 
PREDICTION: Minibike enthusiasts will 
soon be facing the same problems of 
safety and publíc relations that the mo- 
torcycle has. 
RESOLUTION: I resolve to use the mo- 
torcycle experience to head off some of 
the easily-foreseen pitfalls of the mini- 
bike movement, by trying to ally the mini- 
bike manufacturers and importers with 
the. seasoned heads of motorcycling in 
the MS&ATA national trade association. 
Speedway and moto-cross have im- 
ported a brand of professionalism that 
gives American racers a new high stand- 
ard to aim for. At the same time the 
visits of Ivan Mauger, Barry Briggs, Joel 
Robert, Adolf Weil, Torleif Hansen, 
Christer Hammargren, Marcel Wiertz and 
their buddies to these shores have proved 
that International stars attract specta- 
tors to new kinds of motorcycle racing. 
PREDICTION: Professional racing will 
leap out of the Class C bag in 1969 as 
Class A speedway and Moto-cross cir- 
cuits are established and American stars 
gain a reputation with the general pub- 
lic. AMA professional racing will take 
the lead with higher purses and improved 
promotion. 
RESOLUTION: To encourage bona fide 
attempts to stage real professional races 
of any type around the country. 
Legislation against motorcycles 
abated in 1968, mainly because motor 
cycle enthusiasts found out, and then 
told their legislators the true facts about 
motorcycle riding. 
PREDICTION In 1969 there will be new, 
more subtle attempts to discredit the 
motorcycle and take away riders’ rights, 
RESOLUTION: To defend motorcycling’s 


rights to equal treatment under the law 
and fight against restrictions that are 
already enacted. 

In 1968 the American Motorcycle As- 
sociation took a giant step toward demo- 
cracy with the creation of the elected 
Competition Congress. But it still left 
the Administration of Congress-enacted 
rules to one man, the Executive Director, 
He has abused his power by punishing 
some members of the Competition Con- 
gress who seek to advance motorcycling 
outside of the AMA. 

PREDICTION: 1969 will see a further 
hardening of the AMA policy until anti- 
trust action is threatened by the U.S. 
govemment. Then the Eichmann plea, 
*I was only doing my job" will echo from 
Columbus, Ohio. 

RESOLUTION: Not to say I told you so. 

Cycle News grew to over one million 
circulation in 1968 (that's annually) 
thanks to lots of people. We added an 
eastern edition, State Cycle News out of 
Amherst, Ohio which is doing the same 
jobfor the eastern states that this news- 
paper does for the west, We have grown 
to this issue's staggering 48 page size, 
the equivalent of a 96 page magazine, 
complete with 4-color pictures, and all 
produced and mailed within a week! How 
do we do it, you may well ask? We'll 
think about that question while we're on 
vacation. 

PREDICTION: Cycle News will not be 
published for the next two weeks, Mean- 
while, its staff will be merely riding 
bikes to their heart's content. 
RESOLUTION: Cycle News will be back 
with its first issue of the new year and 
all subscribers will get their copies by 
Friday. Plus, there'll be more 4-color 
pictures in 1969. 
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Make this Christmas 
something special.

Powell inherited the lead when defend- 
ing 1968 indoor champion Mike Yarn 
layed his Bultaco into a slid in the first 
turn at the half-way mark while leading 
the field. Yarn re-mounted his cycle and 
roared back into action almost a full lap 
behind Powell. 

Triumph-mounted Butch Corder, 1967 
Cow Palace champ, moved into second 
place behind Powell, “Motorcycle Rider 
of the Year" Mark Brelsford moved in 
behind Corder and kept the champ work- 
ing as he continually pulled to the inside, 
laying his Harley-Davidson against Cor- 
der’s mount, 

Corder was able to keep the up-and- 
coming youngster at bay until the last lap. 
On the last go-around Brelsford made a 
last-ditch attempt to take second from 
Corder and took to the outside as they 
rounded the fast first turn. Just as 
Brelsford was along side Corder the 
Pop Corder Triumph gave up as the 
engine blew, throwing Corder to the out- 
side and into Brelsford, taking both out 
of the running. 

Misfortune confronted national favor- 
ite Chuck Palmgren who traveled from 
Baltimore, Md, for the event, In the 2nd 
Semi Palmgren attempted to grab fourth 
spot with one lap to go and tangled with 
the fourth place rider, spilling as they 
rounded the second turn, A fourth place 
finish would have graduated him to the 
main event in the AMA ‘‘progressive’’ 
program, Palmgren had given his Tri- 
umph a beautiful ride in winning his eli- 
mination heat and the fans were eager to 
see him compete in the climaxing main 
event, 

The 1st Semi eliminated two of the top 
riders when Amateur Daytona road rac- 
ing champ Bill Lyons and 1969 San Jose 
indoor champ Gene Romero collided on 
the last lap while fighting for fourth in 
order to advance to the main event. 

AMA action will return to the Cow 
Palace on Friday night, December 27th.

The Harley-Davidson Rapido 

The Rapido is one of the newadditions 
to the famous old Harley line and a 
smart looking little bike it is. Its 125 
over-square engine delivers plenty of 
power for a quick take-off or topack two 
adults up the kind of grades that Southern 
California roads have, 

The Rapido starts easily with a right 
side kick starter, which unfortunately is 
placed a little close behind the front peg. 
However, practice eliminates the bruised 
shin, Four forward speeds and a left 
foot brake give it the operational fea- 
tures of the limeys or the big Harleys

To herald the newera of Honda’s reali- 
zation of what the rest of us knew was 
happening all along, they’ve produced 
their first new model for strictly dirt 
(oops! ((blush)) pardon us) off-the-road 
use. True, it’s only a minibike, but what 
a minibike it is! 
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i-Trail Test 


With a price tag of $250 you might 
expect the new Honda Mini- Trail, asitis 
called, to be something better thanatoy. 
Some of their lightweight motorcycles 
cost less money. And it is a cut above 
most of its market competition in quality 
and design, But it is a trifle overpriced, 
a fact which did not prevent the first 
shipment from being sold out immedi- 
ately. 

We got possession of one of the next 
batch and used it a great deal during the 
two weeks it was ours. It attracted envi- 
ous crowds of children and adults when-

ever we stopped and they asked the same 
questions: 

*How fast will it go?" Its 3-speed 
gearbox will take it up to about 30 or 35 
mph depending on the weightof the rider. 

“Does it climb hills good?” Yes, if 
you get a run at them, The power (about 
3 horses) comes on at midrange in the 
rpm scale, and since it has no hand 
clutch you have to buzz it pretty high 
before it will pull anything much steeper 
than a driveway. With a careful toe, 
however, you can operate the shift lever 
as a pseudo clutch, thus overriding the 
automatic engagement, This is a good 
way to pop wheelies, but it isn't as good 
as a real clutch. Maybe some accessory 
maker should market a hand clutch- 
override conversion kit. In fact, for 
$250, Honda should provide it. 

“What does it weigh?” Exactly 107 
lbs. dry. Light enough to lift into your 
car trunk without undue risk of rupture. 

Other details: It's 49cc, Overhead 
cam, single cylinder, wet sump. The tank 
holds a little over a gallon, and you 





(except, of course, the 74), The Rapido 
comes in either, street or trail model at 
about $400, The trail model hasa sharp- 
looking upswept pipe which could be a 
few inches longer. Stock trail model is 
suitable for either street or dirt and has 
and additional sprocket for lower gear- 
ing. 

With a weight of about 180 Ibs., the 
Rapido is easy to cart around, yet looks 
and feels like a bigger bike than its 
weight and displacement indicate, It 
shares the dependability of theline, This 
is really half the fun, knowing you'll 
make the trip without hassles, The Har- 
leys go and go and go. Like most two- 
cycle machines it is always advisable to 
take a spare plug (and wrench) along for 
the ride, It also uses the gasoline and oil 
mixture in the gas tank (plan ahead for 
oil, or expect to buy a canand waste half 
of it, many small town gas stations no 
longer sell bulk oil.) I have found that 
reducing the oil to two thirds of the 
recommended amount increases plug 
life and performance, 

There is no tool kit and there should 
be one. While the Harleys (Italian and 
American) are unusually reliable, some 
tools are always handy to have along. A 
purse gets awfully heavy with tools added, 

The lights are magneto-operated andat 
slower speeds provde a little less illu- 
mination than might be wanted for high- 
way travel, There are both high and low 
beams and an ignition lock, 

The Rapido comes in metallic blue, 
orange or black, It looks like and isa 
groovy little fun motorcycle. 






should get 6 or 7 hours running per 
tankful, It starts easy with a foot crank, 
the pegs and handlebars fold up for com- 
pactness, Both wheels have hand oper- 
ated brakes, and the rotary shift pattern 
is up, up, up for neutral, down, down, 
down for the rest. 

The ignition switch located under the 
tank is an off-on toggle, plainly marked, 
The tank cap seals completely and you 
simply turn a tap to drain the carburetor 
for storage or transportation, It doesn't 
leak gas. 

The seat is adjustable for long or 
short-legged riders and there are pro- 
visions for passenger footpegs. Front 
suspension is telescopic, but a little too 
Soft, and too bouncy. It should have oil 
damping ($250, remember?), Although 
the rear wheel is rigid, the 3.50 x 8" 
tires give a very soft ride, 

Handling is superb, good as any light- 
weight motorcycle, except the afore- 
mentioned bounciness of the forks, When 
the front wheel showed a tendency to bury 
itself in rabbit-holes, we discovered that 
a slight upward tug of the bars would 
keep it airborne over any obstacle and 
the machine can be thus ridden over 
extremely rugged surfaces with ease, 

It’s a quiet little machine, purring 
softly through its Krizman spark ar- 
rester. The air cleaner is a bit clumsy, 
but what does Honda know about dirt? 

Altogether, the Honda Mini-Trail is 
the Cadillac of minibikes, with a price 
tag to match, We predict it will launch 
a new revolution in two-wheel popular- 
ity, bringing with it the same riches and 
headaches that the recent Honda light- 
weight boom brought, For the Mini-Trail 
can be sold without registration and rid- 
den without any demonstrated compet- 
ence, just likea lawnmower. We hope that 
everyone will buy one and pray that they 
will ride it with care. It isnot just a toy, 
after all, It is a dirt bike, and a pretty 
darn good one at that.

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How to ride Moto-Cross 


by Maureen Lee 


Moto-cross is demanding. If either 
you, your equipment or your machine 
isn't in topnotch shape, you might as well 
save your money and ride desert or 
scrambles. 

The type of machine you compete on is 
up to you but moto-cross bikes are 
thoroughbreds, built for that type of rac- 
ing, such as the C-Z's, Husqvarna's, 
Greeves etc, If you ‘‘design’’ your own 
mount we hope you won’t be silly enough 
to start out with one that has a road 
frame. You may go fine for a while but 
you'll never be competitive and may find 
yourself on your ear when you least 
expect it, 

Ever since the visits of the Europeans 
teams moto-cross-style riding equip- 
ment has been popular. We're allfamiliar 
now with the sidebuckled boots and the 
“Torsten Hallman'' leather pants. If 
you're riding moto-cross it's wise to 
look seriously at the gear. 

Leather pants are leather pants, but a 
boot you wear in scrambles with that flat 
sole can get you into serious trouble on 
a muddy moto-cross course, The Euro- 
pean moto-cross boot wears like iron and 
the sole has just enough indentation to 
keep your foot on the peg when every- 
thing’s muddy. Europeans don’t wear 
leather jackets (too warm) but arms must 
be covered according to the rules so 
they wear heavy jerseys. 


Having a body belt is an advantage. 
You'll be taking a physical pounding out 
there with no let up for at least 25 
minutes, Desert races go for longer 
periods but you do get straight stretches 
to relax ‘once in a while. In moto-cross 
it’s full throttle the whole time. 

Good gloves and an excellent helmet 
and goggles are next, A peak on the hel- 
met isn’t necessary but most of the pros 
have one, It comes in handy when you 
duck your head after the mud starts fly- 
ing. Face shields are considered toore- 
stricting in moto-cross. Dust on the 
inside or mud on the outside, they can't 
be removed quickly enough as goggles 
can if you get in a bind and can't see. 

Is moto-cross like a rough scrambles 
or what? The best place to find out what 
you don't know about riding the real rough 
is to attend one of the moto-cross schools 
held each year by the visiting European 
riders, This year Joel Robert, 250cc 
World Champion, was schoolmaster, 


What We Learned From Robert 


The class was split into two groups, 
each getting one set of instructions from 
Robert and Marcel Wierz for riding the 
rough, and from Christer.

it dropped down a bumpy hill, down a 
little wash, up a hill and down a short 
but very steep incline into a sand wash, 
and then up a series of bumps to start all 
over again, 

The teachers first observed the whole 
class, riding what they felt was a good 
line down the hill, Robert then showed us 
a more workable line. 

** What works for me wouldn't work for 
you," he said, ** We aren't each other but 
I can show you where you can do better." 

Some of the class just couldn't take the 
outside line Robert demonstrated but had 
to hang tothe inside. 

Lectures followed on technique in the 
sand wash and coming down the hill, 

Robert stood half way downin the mid- 
dle with a big stick in his hand. More 
than one student was tapped on the head 
in the course of the morning to bring his 
attention to where he should be or what 
he was doing wrong. 

Some quotable quotes from the lec- 
tures: 

Student: ** Why don't you use compres- 
sion releases?'' 

Robert; ** We used them in 1922 or 23. 
We don't use them now,” 

Student: ‘‘How are my handlebars?’’ 

Robert: “Pd throw them away.” 

Student; **Was I alright on that one?'* 

Robert: ‘‘Just twenty miles an hour to 
slow.” 

The school was hard, hard work but it 
was fun and the students got more than 
their money’s worth out of it. Just about 
everyone picked up at least one tip they 
hadn’t even known existed and was often 
contrary to how they learned to ride, 

Robert himself is a likeable person 
with an appealing sense of humor. 

For beginning moto-cross riders it 
was a chance to learn what it'sallabout, 
The Europeans don't use compression 
releases, they slow you down too much. 
When it's time to stop for a turn you 
come in, lock it up and STOP! Front 
brakes are always used, 

No one riding the serious moto-cross 
would think of using a 19"' front tire. 

“Stand-up” riding is the form for 
moto-cross but you can stand up too 
much, 

“Never in a turn,” says Joel. “Come 
in standing up but sit down. Your machine 
needs that extra traction for accelera- 
tion.” 

We’ve noted too many times Americans 
carrying standing up a bit too far in an 
attempt to look **moto-crossy.'" 

Checking handlebars is easy. With a 
moto-cross machine it's like riding a 
horse and helping it along. The bars are 
straighter than in scrambles or desert, 
So sit on the seat close up to the tank, 
Close your eyes and stretch your arms 
up and forward. Let them drop down 
parallel to the shoulders until they hit the 
grips on the bars with the elbows bent 
slightly down, If they are wider than that, 
they're too wide for you, 

“Speedway,” says Robert, looking at 
our varieties of wide American bars with 
a twinkle in his eye. 

The team of Hammargen and Aberg 
taught the techniques of sliding into and 
around turns on the TT track at Saddle- 
back, Those who’d never learned to 
slide, came away knowing how.

Meet the Dealer

**Motorcycling has improved so much 
Since I started riding that you can't be- 
lieve it,” declared Tony J, Schatz, owner 
of Sea-Tac Cycle in Renton, Washington, 

Tony began riding in 1951 at the age of 
25, “I bought my first bike in a little 
town outside of Tacoma called Edge- 
wood,” Tony recalled, “I was at this 
place that collected and sold old ma- 
chinery, I was there lookingat an old car 
but you could never believe the stuff they 
had in that old barn, I was looking around 
there and I happened to see this o1d 1913 
Excelsior motorcycle, Well, my brother- 
in-law had the Indian franchise in Ta- 
coma and I figured he might want this old 
bike, Anyway I bought it for $25.00, 

“I wasn’t much of a motorcycle en- 
thusiast at this time, but I took that old 
bike home and cleaned it up, Then! tried 
to start it, I would turn over but wouldn’t 
fire, Finally my brother-in-law and I 
checked it all over and discovered the 
piston was full of oil, We drained it and 
then I kicked it over and she started, And 
She smoked| Man, how she smoked! 
Then, once the bike was runníng I de- 
cided to keep it, I got to riding it around 
the track between races just to show it 
off to the people, And that's the way I got 
started riding,’ 

Tony’s brother-in-law went out of 
business when the Indian Company folded, 
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**He had a lot of parts left over from his 
Stock," Tony said, “and we decided to 
fix up an old Indian Warrior that the 
Harley shop in Tacoma had in a box in 
their basement, I was farming at that 
time and I traded a slaughtered hog for 
this Indian Warrior, After we got the 
Indian together, I started riding on the 
back roads and trails with other motor- 
cyclists, These guys wereall riding over 
my head and I just couldn’t keep up, 

“About this same time I found an old 
rusty 1917 Harley and cleaned it up, I 
paid $5,00 for the Harley, Later I sold 
both the Harley and the Excelsior toa 
Harley dealer in Seattle who collected 
bikes, He offered me $65.00 for both 
machines and I sold them, 

The next bike Tony owned was a 200cc 
Francis-Barnett, ‘‘There wasn’t any

class at that time for smaller bikes so I 
and a couple of other fellows kept bad- 
gering the race promoters to establisha 
class and give us a trophy for a 200cc 
race, They told us to get six guys to- 
gether and they'd provide a trophy, We 
did and that was the beginning of the 
lightweight classes in Tacoma scrambles 
and enduros,'' 

Later on, Tony and some of his friends 
talked the promoter of the midget bowl 
in Olympia to let them stage motorcycle 
races between the heats of the midget 
program, '«By golly," Tony said, “we 
brought quite a few people from Tacoma 
with us to watch the cycle races and the 
crowd increased for the midget races, 
We rode there quite awhile and it helped 
the motorcycle racing program in this 
area a lot,” 

Tony now has about 150 trophies and 
has won most of the scrambles and en- 
durance events held in the Pacific North- 
west, “Experience counts for so much,’ 
he said, ‘‘When I first started riding it 
took me so long to wina trophy.I rode in 
the snow, rain, mud and I was always 
trailing along behind the rest, 

I didn’t know anything about tuning, I 
tried one way and then another an all the 
time the other guys went screaming by 
me, Then finally I started winning and 
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from then on I could hardly miss. But 
what counts now is for kids to start young 
with the little machines, Besides experi- 
ence, you’ve got to keep your reactions 
sharp and stay in the groove, Nothing is 
more fun than motorcycling, To me, it’s 
a question of what I can do with the ma- 
chine, I know the machine can climba 
hill, for example, but can I stay with it? 
I think it’s the most thrilling sport in 
the world.’ 

Sea-Tac Cycle is involved primarily 
in scrambles and enduros, In the lastfew 
years, they have usually managed to take 
home the majority of trophies in the 
events they have entered, This year Sea- 
Tac Cycle will be sponsoring Bill Stuth, 
a Novice who has done quite well inarea 
scrambles and cross-country events, ‘I 
can’t sponsor a big machine,’’ Tony ex- 
plained, ‘‘because neither Yamaha or 
Greeves has a big machine.’’ Last year 
Tony rode several races in the Expert 
class at Graham on a 250 Greeves, ‘‘Of 
course,” he explained, “I didn’t have 
much chance to win, Thís year, however, 
Greeves will have a. 360 and T'llbe trying 
it out in competition,” 

Like all dealers in the area, Tony feels 
that the motorcycle legislation during 
the past year has hurt sales. ‘‘The sales 
will pick back up though,” he said, “I 
went and took my driver’s exam, I 
passed but there were some things in it 
that I thought misleading, I answered the 
questions from the state's point of view 
rather than from my own experience, IF 
I would have answered some of the ques- 
tions the way I would have like to, rather 
than second guessing and giving them the 
answers I thought they wanted, then I 
would have missed those questions, For 
example: when approaching gravel do 
you 1, slow down, 2, speed up, 3, main- 
tain speed? I wanted to mark speed up 
because when I hit gravel I speed up to 
maintain control, I knew they didn’t want 
speed up for an answer so I marked slow 
down, Afterward, someone explained to 
me that the state’ wants a rider to slow 
down before he gets onto the gravel, The 
word approaching is the key word but 
I'm sure some experienced riders are 
going to miss this and some of the other 
questions because they are slightly mis- 


leading, 

*'As for the road test, Ihadaguy come 
in here who's ridden a Tríumph to work 
for 15 years and he failed the test be- 
cause he couldn't make the turns in the 
road course, However, in talking with 
officials I have discovered that the road 
course has been widened because even 
the official machines could not make it 
through in passing style.’’ 

In summation, Tony had this to say 
about the motorcycle business in the Pu- 
get Sound area, “Some dealers say we 
are reaching a saturation point in the 
number of dealerships because they are 
not selling as many bikes as they did two 
and three years ago, Well, I didn't sell 
as many bikes last year as the year 
before, but I made more money because 
of parts, I used to think there were two 
many shops in the Renton area, There 
were seven when I first opened up here, 
Now there are three and I feel we do 
each other a lot of good because a lot of 
people come out here for the simple fact 
they can look over three shops with seven 
different brands ina matter of two blocks, 
The business is good and it’s getting 
better in spite of legislation and the 
number of dealerships in the area, Com- 
petition is getting stronger and every 
year more meets are held, It’s changed 
a lot since 1951, and it’s all been for 
the better, I believe,"

but hasn't won over any teen-agers for 
the church.

Although he finished 2nd 
in the Spanish International, the cream of

the European riders made up the 40 man 
field of the English competition. Nowthat 
he is back in the States, he will act as 
manager of the 11 Europeanriders being 
brought over by Mr. Dye for anAmerican 
tour, While in Europe, Silverthorn spent 
90% of his time in Holland and has learn- 
ed to speak Dutch, after a fashion, Bill 
has been racing for 3-1/2 years and the 
first 2-1/2 years was in TTs so when no 
Moto-Cross event is on the calendar, he 
hunts up a TT race for an afternoon of 
fun. His future plans include entry into 
the upcoming Moto-Cross point race for 
top American rider. 


Cycle enthusiast RALPH REEVES is 
the referee of the Mary's Men M.C, of 
District 38. He and his wife, Ann, both 
ride on many touring events annually.

When you cross the threshold 
you cross into a world which has theim- 
pregnability of a castle and the tranquil- 
ity of a mountain cabin,.,all in the heart 
of Oakland within sight of the freeway 
to everywhere, 


Art Collector 


He collects paintings and art objects, 
the most interesting being his own, а 
concrescence composed of a life-sized 
stuffed eagle, several death’s heads, an 
arrow, a collection of various caliber 
bullets, a votive candle and anAmerican 
flag. Perfectly at home in its setting, it 
relates to mankind’s remote ancestry... 
the strength of the individual and of the 
tribe. It reflects the primitive necessity 
to fight for oneself and one’s brothers; 
the necessity for action which has been 
constantly sublimated by civilization into 
the power of thought and words. 

Such is the power of Sonny Barger, a 
power derived from within himself, from 
the respect for and confidence in him- 
self. Nowhere within the autonomous 
structure of the Hell’s Angels is there a 
provision for a Maximum Leader. Though 
many will say that the monolithic quality 
of the club calls for a leadership symbol, 
there is enormous independence of chap- 
ters, Yet the effect of Sonny Barger upon 
the club is apparent to members and 
outsiders alike. The Era of Barger has 
seen the Angels go from the bottom of 
the most-despised list to a grudging 


national respect. This is due in large 


part to the image-making power of Sonny 
Barger. Yet Sonny says, ‘Fuck our 
image. We just want the freedom to 
be ourselves," 

A great deal of freedom could be ob- 
tained instantly by taking off the patch, 
But this is not the point. They won’t take 
off the colors nor will they try to change 
the title “Outlaw”. 

“The AMA gave us that title. If you 
don’t belong to the AMA, you're an out- 
law," Sonny reminisces about the long- 
ago hassle with the motorcycle ‘‘esta- 
blishment.’’ 

“Motorcycling was at a low ebb, They 
needed someone to pull it out and they 
used us, They do the same things we do 
but they cover it with what you mightcall 
a cloak of respectability. They have the 
money and control who is and who isn’t 
an outlaw. If you don’t pay them your 
$2 a year you’re an outlaw.’ It still 
rankles, 

«What I don’t understand, its almost 
all English bikes but Harley-Davidson 
runs it, I don't know exactly why!’’ 

The intervening years have seen & 
gradual shíft in the delicate balance of 
power until today in many quarters, out- 
law and citizen alike, the Hell's Angels 
are THE Club, The anti-establishment 
move is alive in the motorcycle world as 
well as elsewhere, And perhaps it is for 
the same reason...the establishment has 
drifted far away from the needs of the 
people. 


Full-Time Outlaws 

] asked about the apparent lack of 
other outlaw clubs in California, ‘‘Most 
outlaw clubs only ride in the summer, 
When winter comes they put it all away 
and go back where they came from, We're 
the only year-round outlaw club, Being 
an outlaw is a full time job.” 

Being the president of an outlaw club 
is a full time job too, and being Maximum 
Leader of all the Angels keeps Sonny 
Barger busier than many grey flannel 
executive, The Hell's Angels are incor- 
porated in California and their symbols, 
the small Death's Head, used by the 
Frisco, Berdoo and Dago chapters, and 
the large Death's Head, used by the rest, 
are pending federal patent, From a home 
office where the phone is never silenthe 
rides out(usually by plane) to take care 
of business, statewide and national, 

“J love to fly,’ Sonny says, I asked 
which airline he likes best, ‘PSA has the 
prettiest stewardesses,’’ 

Business involves, among other things, 
chartering new chapters, The Hell's 
Angels presently have eight chapters in 
California and chapters in Massa- 
chusetts, Ohio, Minnesota and Nebraska, 


“We Recognize ‘Em’ 

Not all outlaws are Angels or potential 
Angels. Sonny commented once on the 
Les Crane TV Show, ‘We don’t recruit 
‘em, we recognize ‘em,’’ So it is with

new chapters, ‘‘We just organize those 
who are Angels into the Angels.’’ 

The question of who is and who isn’t 
an Angel seems toconfuse almost every- 
one else, Non-riders usually consider 
all motorcycle riders and motorcycle 
riders often consider all outlaws as 
Hells Angels, Every hassle at motor- 
cycle events and many problems at non- 
motorcycle events are attributed to the 
Hell's Angels, It just ain't so. 

“There are ten to twenty thousand 
riders at some of those events; they can't 
all be Angels.” It might be better if they 
could, but reality is rarely soglamorous 
or so simple as fiction. 

«lts like that thing at Laconia,” Son- 
ny recalls, ‘Two or three years ago now, 
They had had a riot there every year for 
ten years, The Mayor was looking for a 
scapegoat, This particular year we had 
gained a sort of national prominence in 
California. So “the Man” said it had to 
be Angels, and that we were Communist- 
trained in Mexico and things like that, 

«How we were supposed to have gotten 
away from there was like in the Bible 
when God opened up the Red Sea for 
Moses! No one ever saw us on the road, 
We're just supposed to have opened up a 
super highway which closed in after us 
and ridden all the way from Vermont to 
California on it, 

“They knew there was going to bea 
riot, because there always was one, They 
had the National Guard there for it and 
the police, But when it happened it had to 
be the Hell’s Angels.,.and we weren’t 
even there,” 


Angels Don’t Look For Trouble 


Being a Hell’s Angel is likea twentieth 
century version of the fastest-gun-in- 
the-west, There's always a challenger, 
always someone who wants to prove 
something, Hell's Angels members soon 
find they don’t have to prove anything. 
“Angels don’t have to start things, We 
don't look for it; it finds us." 

The genuine Hell's Angels still have 
their famous ‘‘runs’’, several times a 
year when choppers and Sportsters уоп- 
verge from everywhere for days of 
party-time, But they're not quite the 
flamboyant affairs shown in cycle 
movies, 

This year's six-day run to Bass Lake, 
California, for example, netted two drunk 
arrests and not a line of newswire 
space, “It was very relaxing,’ says 
Sonny. 

The people from the Department of 
Parks say the Hell's Angels leave the 
parks in better condítion than they found 
them and they wish the average citizen 
were as good a guest, 

During a run last year to Mendicino 
County National Park, the Angels were 
touched by the plight of a local girl who 
had been kidnapped along with her boy- 
friend by a couple of young punks who 
were not motorcycle people. Her com- 
panion was killed and she was shot, 
thrown from a cliff and left for dead, A 
fund was being organized fpr her care 


(she is still paralyzed) and the Hell’s 
Angels made a sizeable contribution to it. 


*| Am What I Want To Be* 


It is this sort of mature acceptance of 
responsibility which has brought about 
steadily increasing prestige and com- 
ments like the one made to me recently 
by a leading member of the manufactur- 
ing community, ‘It would be good if all 
outlaws behaved like Hell's Angels,” 

Perhaps the greatest significance of 
the Hell’s Angels and their leader in the 
waning half of the twentieth century is 





this: in the midst of standardization they 
do their own thing and they do it well, It 
is not an easy scene they have chosen 
and they carry it off with considerable 
aplomb, 

It’s a catching-on trend, doing your 
own thing. But Sonny Barger and the 
Hell’s Angels didn’t catch it from any- 
where, It’s always been their trend, 

If you tell Sonny Barger quite truly 
that he could have been anything he chose 
to be, he will tell you just as truly, ‘I 
am what I want to be, And that’s more 
than most people can say."

7. TIRE TALK 


Here is an abridged ‘‘Layman’s Glos- 
sary of Tire Terms” from Goodyear, to 
help us be more informed and know what 
we’re talking about the next time we 
have to buy tires for the family car or 
motorcycle. 

BEADS — Could be what hangs around 
the neck, but in a tire these are the rub- 
ber-covered hoops of bundled wire 
strands that hold a tire on its wheelrim, 

BELT — It might hold up your trous- 
ers. Inside a tire, though, between the 
plies and the tread, it provides excep- 
tional trend life and makes tire replace- 
ments less frequent. Not all tires have 
belts — yet. 

BIAS — This has nothing to do with in- 
equality, but means the reinforcing cords 
of a tire at an acute (or bias) angle to 
the centerline of the tire. 

BLADE — Not what bloodied your finger 
while carving the roast last Sunday. 
Blades in a tire tread are little molded 
crevices that provide thousands of grip- 
ping and wiping edges for traction, 

CARCASS — Really an unpleasant 
thought, except in tire jargon, This is the 
main structure of a tire, reinforced with 
fabric, which forms the tire’s air cham- 
ber. 

LINER — Not one of Willie Mays’ hits 
into the stands, but a rubberized mater- 
ial applied to the inside ofa tubeless tire 
to protect its fabric, 

MOLD — This could be the stuff all 
over that four-month-old tomato you 
found behind the refrigerator yesterday. 
Goodyear says it is the metal form in 
which a tire is given its desired shape 
and tread pattern during vulcanization, 
or curing, of the rubber. 

RIB — This is something men and 
women have been arguing about since 
long before anyone ever thought of tires 
or automobiles, but it also refers to the 
raised portions of a tire’s tread which 
contain .,, er ... blades.
